He mekes no men-
tion f the scciion repesling the test oath for
Ubsited States jarors, which iodicates the be-
iief that he will not oppose a bill for the repeal
of tho statate imposiog that oath, Oa election
laws, h.wever, he writes at leogth a8 though
he believed that instead of repealiog statutes
authorizing federal interference, more of such
statutes shou'd be eoaoted,

The Ohio republicans, while nomioatiog &
member of the moderate wing of their party
instead of a stalwart for their candidate fur Gov-
eroor, ad.pted aset of resolutions that will
atitfy the most ultra man among them, They
not only wave the bluody shirt and dig up the
remsios of the dead Union soldiers, but stir up
the North to resist the **mad career of the party
pow cootrollog both branohes of Coogress
uonder the domiaion of & mejority of men lately
in arma sgaiost the Government aad now plot-
tiog to regsio through the power of legislation
the oxuse whioh they lost in the field—oamely,
the establishment of State sovereigoty by the
overtbrow of pational sapremsecy.” The Sonth
is oow bat a small portion ot the Ucion, and tt
is impossible that her representatives io Con-
gress can copstitute s msjority of that body,
but were it otherwise, the sonthern States wera
restored to the Union by the North, were, ao-
cordiog to the decision of the Supreme Court,
pever out of it, aod consequently have the
same privileges as those enjoyed by the States
of the North, aod amoog those privileges is
that of sending whom they please to Congress.
It must bescknowledged that mapy of their Sen-
ators and Rrpresentatives do not represent fairly
the views f their copatituents, bat that is not
hecause they were “‘rebels,”” for,asis well known,
io her demsods for soldiers, the South spared
peither the yonug por the old, and aoy otbers
she might elect would be obocxious to the
same charge.

The editor of Soribner's Magazine, who has
uodertaken to misrepresent the South by try-
iog to induoe his readers that hite is hardly safe
this side of the Potomae, is respectfully re-
ferred to files of Ohio and Penosylvania papers
during the last six mooths, Murders are oot
s0 common in the North as te excite surprise
that such thiogs should happen in that blessed
region, sod some of the crimes committed there
soem to have a oharaoter worthy of speoial
attention, Witoess the murder of a ohild by
its father, io the past few weeks, the Iatter
emulatiog the cxample of Abrabsm, and ex:
pectant of a miracle that would draw the af,
tention of the world to his superior saintliness,
and perhaps enable bim to add another to the
many sects that adorn the land. The article io
question, which may be fouod in the depart-
ment of **Topics for the Time,” in the Juoe
namber, is called “‘Soutbero Civilization,”
aod its tone is as provokiogly patroniziog as it
is incendiary. Ot such are most of the publi-
oations from the North.

Mr. Hayes denies that he advised Genperal
Cooway to proceed with obartered boats to the
lower Mississippi landiogs aod remove there:
from the pegro laborers of that region, but
does not deny that he said resistance to suoh a
movement wonld be rebellion which the Gov~
eroment would put down. As General Cooway
is & preacher, and as Mr. Hayes' deeds have
in numerous instanses differed materially from
his words, most people will be disposed to at-
tribute the diserepaocy in their acoounts of one
rortioo of the ssme interview to a weaknoss on
the part of the latter.

The Oaio Republican State Copvention met
at Ciooiopati, yesterduy, and nomiuvated Chas,
Foster for Governor oo the first ballot, which
stood, Foster 280 5 6; Alpovse Taft, 2711 6;
J, W. Kuifer, 2. Guneral Lewis Hiockeolooper
was pominated for Licutenant Governor, aod
W. W. Lawrenoce for Supreme Court judge.

The trial of ex'Licut. Gov. Hull, ot Fiorida,
before the United States court, for coospiracy
in Brevard county in the eleotion of himsell to
Copgress, resulted in a verdict of scqaittal.—

The miscezenation case io which Miss Moore,
of Beaver, Pa., was the heroipe, has bad a
singular sequel, Sbortly after ber marriage to
Jones, the oegro man, she was remcved to her
home, and after a careful examioation by ber
physicians, she was promousced iosane, sod
sent to an asylum. Her husband has disap-
peared.

The Montresl Mechanics’ Baok has suspend
ed payment, owiog to the refusal of Molson's
Bank to (xtend farther accommodation. Irta
total liabilities are $626 000; assets, $332 000,
C. J. Brydges, Goveraor of the Huasun Bay
Company, is president of the bapk, This is
the second time the institution has failed withio
three years,

The Seopate yestorday passed the bill makirg
subsidiary coios txehaogeable for lawlul mooey,
haviog first so amended it as to make such
coins a legal tender in sums oot exoceeding 10
also substitatiog the words “'silver ooins of the
United States of smaller denominations thao
one dollar'’ for the words *‘fractional or subsi-
diary silver coius,"”

Io the Louisiana constitutional convantion,
yesterday, the committee on State debt ap
pointed a sub committeo of three to draft an
ordioance to be submitted to the oconvention
advising that eoly about three millions of the
present State debt be paid, the remainder be-
iog deolsred iovslid. It ia believed the coo-
veotion will oot adopt this report.

A contradiction 18 authoriz:d of the state-
meant that the Presidont has decided oot to ap
prove the fiodines of the court of inquiry io
the Fitz John P.reer case, and that be will
refor them for examioation sod revision to the
Judge Advocate General of the army. No
such decision has been made, No decision will
be made until the record (1,800 pages) bas been
examioed by the President.

Seventy five men took possession of the jail
at Bukorsfield, Cal., yesterday, sod haoged
Thomas and William Yoaskom ia their oells,—
The latter being chained to the floor, was hang
ed with the chain on his feet. The Yoakums
were imprisoped for the wurder, over a year
ago, of Johoson sod Tucker. William had
been tried and ooovicted, but the BSaperior
Court last week graated him a chaoge of ve:
nue.

PRESIDENT HAYES AND GENERAL CONWaAY,
The deolared iotention of **General’’ Conway
to prooeed with chartered boats to remove po.
groes from the Mississippi Vally, unoder the
slleged advice and promised protection of the
President, has cresated some indigoation among
the members of the DMississippi and Louisiapa

dolegations. Seversl mcmbers represeotiog
these delegations have called on the President
gicos the pub'ication of the Conway interview
and protested against the use made of his pame
io the matter. Tbe President assured those
calling upon him io conoection with the affairs
that be had not advised Cooway to mske any
soch movement,

Represeatatives Kiog, Ellis, and Gibsoo, of
Louisiana, yesterday, in cocversation with
President Hayes oo the subjcet, represented to
bim that from Mr. Cooway's report of his
declarations with regard to the exodos the im»
pression would be oreated tkat ke (the Presi
dent) favored the exodus, sol wouold (x eod
Goveroment aid io furtherance of it.

The reply of the President was io substance
that pothiog whatever bad tranepired io bis
intervicw with Mr. Conway which could bear
such coostruction. His ooly decleration was
that the onvigation of the Mississiopi river
should be free and must remsio urmolested.
The President expressed the opinien that,
while any citizen, white or colored, had & per-
fect right to migrate from one portion of the
country to another, it would certsinly be very
unfortunate for large masses of colored people
to proceed to any one particular eection of tts
country., And if they saw fit to remain it
would, in his opinion, be better if they could
be generally eettled throughout the country.
He expressed no opinion as to the policy or
wisdom of the present Southern exodus. Upon
being informed by Mr. Eicg that an impreeeion
was being conveyed among the oolored people
of his district that the Government would sus-
tain them 1n migrating westward, the President
said vhere was no foundation whatever for the
circulation of such an ides. He regsrded the
story a8 being unfortunate, inasmuch as it might
tcnd to mislead those who were contemplating
such migration,— Wask Rep.

He was
answered by Messrs, Hill and Vance, the form-
er makiog po impression upon him, buc the
latter struck bim between wind sud water,
wheo io aoswer o a qaestion about the reason
of the emall repub-ican vote in eome of the dis
triots io bis State, he suid the Sepator frow
Maioe wae better able to apswer that question
than himself, inaswuch as he was io Washiog:
ton, where the machinery tor conduetiog the
radical part of eleations in the South, was looat-
ed, auvd from wheeon iostructions wsboot that
part were 1ssued,  After this debate, which was
quite spioy, the McDouwsld bill io relation to the
use of troops st the poils cawe up, Mr, Wal
|aes deliveriog ap able and ferseibly expressed
gpeech thercon. Awmong the bills iotrodoced
to day was ope by Mr. Johsson to suthoriz:
the bonde on mwsnulaciur.d tobsceo sod vo
cigats and sunff tu be cancelled at the place of
export. ILtissupposed that wh.o the Sepate
adjourns to day it will be antit Mooday,
Lo the House to day Mr. Gode iotroduneed
a resolotion suthorizing the nulks acd other
old vessels belougiug to the oavy to be used for
quarantine purp: 8:3 at the requst of tne Na
uonal Board of Health, The President's wes-
rage was read, aod that part of it recommend
icg free and uvintimidated ball e received firet
the appluuss of the demoorats, sod abter
wards, of the repablicaus. QOa the mo
tion to pass it, ootwithstandiog the Pree
ident’s veto, the vote stwod—ayes 113 to 91—
pot two thirds, &0 the bill was def:aced,

was better than po bread, Geoeral Jobosoo
made his muiden specoh to dey io cfferiog a
resolution for acj urument woul Saturday io
respeot to Memorisl Day. General Hawley
mevad to amend by eubsiitutiog Moodsy fr
Satardsy, when Geo, Jobuson responded that
that would defeat the whole objuot of the reso
lution which was to show the respcet of the
Huuse for the memory of gallant men who fell
in detense of the Ucivn, and to pive the mem
bers and employes of the House ao opportusiry
to participate in these ¢ remonies.

Mr. Blouot, of Geereia, ereated some excite-
meot io the House to day by acensiog the official
reporters of 1ncficiency. Several members,
howaver, came at opew to the reporters’ aid, and
Mr. Blount was fireed to ackoow!edge tbe
faithfuloess with which most of the reports were
made, but still asserted that there were some
of the reporters who wera inefficient, and said
that it the reports were iocorreet it would be
better to h:ve nove made,

The impressiop is bee ming more and more
prevalent that Cougress will adjouro oo or
abnut the 10:h proxtmo, The democasts pot
ouly of the House. but of the Scoate, are spiit
in twaio oo the sutj=ct of the twoappropriation
bills, and the silver bill, and s svoo =8 & vote
can be reached oo these bills they will be passed
withcut the niders, Some of the last dited
demoorats now see this, aod sre apxions for a
voto to be reached so that they can be reeorded
as opposing aoy messure that squiots st fed
eral ioterterence with electioos, and theo go
home. The radicals will vore to 8 man for
the adjournmeot, and are indifferent about the
passage of tho sppropriation billes, presumisg
upon the demoralization that exists in the
ravks of their oppovcots, aod eome of them
even dariog the demoorats to adjourn withourt
paesiog those bills, All the Bepate commii
tees have determioed to do as lictle as possible
at this ses-ion, and the only bills now befare
Coogr. 83, cxeept the Silver bill and the Mo
Dooald Arwy bill in the Senate, and the bill
for the removal of causes from State to Federal
courts io the Houso, are the two appropriation
bills and the separate bills made of tho riderato
these bills, These bills, it is thonght, can be
Sispoxcd of casily cetween now and the 10th of

unr.

Mt. Fostar, the republiosn nomioee for Gov-
erpor of Ounio, i3 a merchant, and was the
republican memb r (f the last House who oo
the last day «f' the session proposed as a com
promise by which the extra session could be
avoided a resolution providiag fcr cootinuiog
the present sppropriations for the army aod
legislative, judicisl aod tx-:cative braoches cf
the government uotil the opext session. His
nominatioo is conceded to be a damper on the
(Graot boom, and scema to afford more satisfac
tion to the demoarats thao it does to the repub
licans,

Senator Vanoe retoroed this morpiog from
Lycebburg, whither he went last Tacsday pight
to deliver the address at the spriog tobacco
fair there yesterday, The orowd was smaller
than wes expecied, bnt everythiog psssed off
pleasantly, and the Seoator is moch pleased
with hie visit. Gentlemen who heard the ad
dress spesk of it in the bighest terms. Seoator
Withers, who accompanied his collcsgue trem
North Carolina, weot oo to Wythoville, and w1l
vot return watil Monday, Sensror Johusoo
srd family will start on a little trip to Norfolk
to-morrow night, to be absent a fow days.

Further intelligence from Montana abeut the
murder of John Webb Powell contirms the re-
port cf veelerdsy. The decessed was one of Lthe
most irfluential men in the territory, and the in-
dignation sgainst his murderer wss 8o great that
he would have been lynched had be not mount-
ed hi: horse and escsped to the mountains.

The Third Veto.-
WasgINGToN, D, 0. May 20.—Tho Presi
dent seot to the Hounso of Represontatizes to=
day the folluwing message, vetoiog the Li:gizla-
tive, Execntive and Judicial Appropriatios bili :
To the House of Representatives :

After mature covsideration of the bi.l entitled
**Ap aot makiog appropriaticos for the legisla
tive, exzcntive and jodicial cxpenses cof the
Governmeot for the fissal year eoding Juoe 30,
1880, acd for other purposes,” I herawih re
taro it to the House of Representatives, 1o
whieh it originated, with the followiog uvbjce=
tioos to its approval :

The main purposeof the bill i= to appropriate
the mopey required to support, dariog the 0ex?
fisoal year, the several oivil depsrtmeuts of the
Goyveroment, The swenat sppropriated ¢X
ceeds io the eggregate $18 000,000,

This mooey 18 peeded to keep in operation
the essential fucetivns of ull the grest depare
men's of the Guviroment—legis'etive, (x en
tive ucd jodicisl. It the bill ecotaiced oo uther
provizicns oo ot etion to its spproval would be
msde.

apgroprietions whieh i provides {r. The ob

Witk
cut repealiog thuee objieticns, 1 respeetiully
refer to that wessago lor a siatcment of my
vicws oo the pricciple maiotained io debate by
ibe advocates of this bill, v z., that ‘‘to with
bold sppropriaiions is & coostitutional moans
tor the redress’’ of what the m.jurity ot the
Houvse of R-presentativ 8 mzy regard a8 “'a
grievapes,”’

The bill contains the following clauses, viz:

**And provided further, That the following
scetions of the Riviced Statuies of the United
Siates, nomely 2016, 2018 apd 2 020, sed all
of tho sucoceding scetions nl =aid statutes dows
to and ice'udine section 2 027, aud also section
5.522, be, aod the same are hereby repealed ;'
# * % vand that all the other sections of
the Revised Statutes, scd all laws and paris of
laws authorizieg the appointment of chief su
pervisors of ¢lcotions, special deputy marshals
of elections, or genersl deputy marshale havicg
noy duties to perform io respeot to any elec—
tion and preseriving their doties sud powers
and sllowiog them compensation, be, and the
same are hereby repealed.”

It also contains clauses amendiog scotions
2017, 2019, 2028 and 2031 of the Revised
Starutes,

The seations ot the Kevised Statates which
the bill, it approved, wonld repesl or amend,
are part of an act approved May 530, 1870, aod
amended Kebruary 28, 1871, eotitl-d "' Ao act to
enforce the rights of eiiz:os uf the United States
to vote io the several States of this Upion, and
for other purposes,’””  All ol the provisions ol
tbe aboved named sots, which it is proposed
in this bill to repeal or modify, relate to the
Coogressional elections. The remsiniog portion
of the law, which will contioue io force afier
the cosctment of this measare, is bat which
provides tor the appoiotment, by a judge of the
oironit court of the Uuited States, ol two super
visors of election in each election distrier, at
any Congressional eleetion, en due application
ol eitizeos who desire, in the languagoe of the
law, *'to beve enoh clieuon yuarded sod scru
tinized.”” The daties of the sapervisors will be
o sutend at the polls at all Congressional elce
tions, aod to remain afier the polls are opcn
until every vote cast bas been connted, but they
will **bave po authority to make srrests, or to
perform other duties than to be in the imme
diate presence of the officers holdiog the elee~
tion, and to witness all tifeir proceediogs, in-
oluding the ¢ uoting of the votes, sod the
magiog of a return thercol.” The part of the
election law which will be repealed by the ap=
proval of this bill, includcs those sections which
give suthoiity to the sapervisorsf election *'to
personslly scrutio'z, count aod canvass esch
ballot.”’ and sll the sretions whioh eonfer an:
thority upon the Uuited States marshsls and
deputy marshsls, 10 coonee:ion with the Con
prueeional elections. The enactment ot this hill
will also repeal section 5522 of the Crimiosl
Statntes of the Usited Sintes, which was en-
aoted for the protection of Uoited Siates vfficers
vogaged io the discharge of their duties at the
Couvgressional eleotions.  Thia acetion protecs
sopervisors acd marshals in the perlormance of
their datica by makicg the obstruction or the
assanlting of these cfficers, or any interference
with them by bribery or solicitation, or other-
wise, crimes agsicst the United States.

The true meaniog and effeot of the propesed
legislation are plain. The supervisars, with the
suthority to observe and wirness the proceed=
ings at the Coogression electiors will be lefr;
but there wiil be no power to protect them, or
to prevent ioterfercuee with their duaties, or to
puvish aoy violation of the law from whiel
their powers aro devived. If this bill is up-
proved, ooly the shawod of the auihority ot the
Ubsited States st the National electioos will ro
maio—the sobstanee will be gone. The super
vision ol the eleciions will be redused to a mere
icgpeotion, without aathority oo the part of the
supervieors to do apy we: whatewer to mske
the election a fair one.  All that will be left to
the supervisors is the permis-ion to have sueh
oversight of the eleotions se political parties are
io the habit of ¢xercisiog withoot any suthority
of law, io order to prevent their oppoucots
from obtsioicg nuofair advantages. The objeot
of the bill is to destroy any contrnl whatever
by the Uoited States over the Coogressional
cleetions,

The passage of this bill bas been urged opan
the grouod that the election of wewbers cf
Coopress 18a matter whioch concerns the States
rlone; that these eleetions ehould be controlled
i1xclusively by the Stater; that there are and can
be po such clections as National electicne; and
that the ¢xistiog law of the Uoited States reg
n'atiog the Congrersional electicos is withou:
warraot ic the Coopetitation.

It is ovident, however, that the framers of
the Constitation regarded the election of mem-
bers « f Coogress in every State and ip evcry
districs as, in & very imporiaot ecpse, justly a
matter of poli-cal interest apd eoocero to the
whole country. The oricinal provision of the
Coostitaiion oo this subj-ot is as follows:

8ec 4, ArTicLE 1. “'The times, p'aces, and
manver of boldiug eleotions for Seoators and
Representatives shall be prescribed in esch
State by the Legislatare thereof; bat the Cov:
gres3 may at aoy time, by law, make or alter
such regulations, except as to the places of
choosing Senatore.”’

A further provision has been sioce addead,
which is embrac:d in the fifieenth ameodment,
It is a8 follows:

“Sec. 1. The right of citizens of the United
States rn vote shall ot be depied or abridged
by the Uuited States, or by any State, oo ac-
count of race, color, or previous condition of
gervitnde,

“SEc 2, The Coogrees shall have power to
eoforce thbis article by appropriate lecislation."”
Under the gen:ral provision of the Cosstitn.
tion, |seotion 4, srticle 1,] Coogress io 1866
passed a8 comprzhensive law which preseribed
full and detailed regulations for the election of
Sevators by the Legislatures of the several
States, This law has been in force almos:

thirteen years, In rorruzocs of it all of the
membirs of the presevt Scoste of the Uaited
Srates hoid their seets, s eonstiutionslity is
oot called in quesiion. Lt s corfidently b-liey-
ed thst oo sonpd sregment 4o be madeln
support of the coostitwiocslity «f Natinnel
regulatien of Senatoriul cleeiioas which will
pot show Lhat the elections of mewbers of the
House of Represenratives muy also be coesti
tusioeally regalaced by the Nuauonsl authorl'y.

Tho statvles of the Uaited Siates which
regniate the eleetion of wewhers of thee House
of Representatives, an veseotisd part of which
it is proposed to repeal by this billy heve been
in loree about vight vears. Four Congressionsl
¢l etivos have been held woder thew, twe et
which were at the Presidesual ol edoes ol 1872
spd 1876, Numerous prosccutions, lrisls, snd
ennvicuons have been had 1o 1he courts of the
Uuited States o all paris of the Uniea for vie
lutiocs ol these laws. 1o oo reported ease has
their corsrituiiorality been ealled in qnistion
by noy jud.e of theenarts of the Upirea Staces,
The validity of these laws is sustaioed by the
uuiform oourse of judicia! action and opinion,

Il ivis urged that the Usired States cleerion
laws are pot pecessary. ao smply replied is furo
ished by the history of their origio aod of their
results, They were especially prompted by the
iuvestigation snd cxposure of the {rauds commit-
tee io the ety nnd State of New York at the
eleetions of 1868, Committees represention
both of the Ladiog peliveal parties of tbe
country have submitted reports to the House
of Representonves oo the x eot of thesa
fiands, A esmmittee of the Ioaath Congress
after a folt iovestigation, resehed the cor ¢ usion
that the pumber of fraudulent wotes ensc 1o the
oity of Now York aloge is 1868 was oot less
thun tweoty~five thousand. A comuwittee of
the Forty faurin Congress, 1n thear report sub-
witred 10 1877, adopted the opleion that fer
cvery ooe buudred actual voters of the viry of
New York io 1808, one huadred and eighc

lawlu' votes could not have exoveded cighty
vight per ceot. of the sc ual voters of the ey,
By this statement the ruasber of fraudnlent
votes at the clection, in the ity of New Yotk
alone, was between thirty acd fourth theusand,
These frauds e mpletely reversed  the result of
the clection in tne State of New York, both
as to the choies of Gevernor and State cfficers,
and ar to the choice of electors of Presideut aod
Vie.-President of the Upited Siares, They
atiraceed the atteotion ot the whole country, It
wus plaio that if they could be coutioued and
repearcd with imjusity Irce zoveromeaot was
iwpossible. A disttoguished Scoator, in op-
pusing the passoge ef the cleotion lawe, declar-
¢d that he had “for a loog time believed thar
our form ol Govercmeat was o comparetive
foilurs in the larger eiiies.”  To meer these
evils and to prevent these erimes the Uasited
S.ates lnws regulativg Congressional clections
were enaec'ed,

The framers of these laws have oot becn dis-
appoiotid io their results.  Jo the age cities,
under their provisions, the elee'ions have been
compsaratively peaceable, orderly and hocest,—
Kven the oppooents of thes laws have borne
testimoony to their value and cfficicoey, and to
the pecessity for their epnctment, The com-
mittee of the Forty fourth Coogress, composed
of members, 8 mojority of whem were opposed
to these laws, in theirreport ow the New York
election of I8TH said :

“The commiitee would commend to other por-
tions of the country and to vther citiss thia re-
markable system, developed through the agen-
cy of both Jocal snd Federal authoritios scting
in hermony for an honest purpose, In no por-
tion of the world, and in no era of time, where
thare hss been an expreasion of the popular will
wnrough the forme of law, has there heen a8 more
complete and thorough illuetration of republican
institutions, Whutever may have been the pre-
vious babit or conduct of elections in thoan gitins,
or howsoover they may conduct themselves in the
future, this election ol 1876 willstand as & mean-
ument of what good faith, honest endeavor, legel
forms, and just authority msy do lor the protecs
won of the electorsl franchi-e

This bill recogniz=s the suthority and duty
of the Uniled Stetes L appoint supervisors to
guard and scruliniz + the Congreesional eleclioneg,
bul it denies 10 the Government of the United
States ali power 10 mahe its eupervision effect=-
ual Tho grest body of the prople of all purties
wanl free and fairelectione, Thay do not think
thut 8 free eloction means freadom from the
wholesome restraints of law, or that the placa of
a0 election should be a sanctuary for luwlessness
sod crime. On tha dsy ol an election pescn and
good order are wure nevessary than on any uther
day of the year. On that day the humblest and
Ienblest citizens, the agad snd thainfirm, should
be, and should huve resson to fool that they wre,
safe in Lbe nxercise of thair most responeible du-
ty, and their mort sacred right.ss members of
society, their duty snd their right to votn. The
constitutionsl authority to regulate the Congres-
sinnal election which belongs wihe Governmant
of the Upited States, and which it is nocessary Lo
exert to gecuro tha right to vote to every citizen
pogressing Lhe requisite qualificaticns, ought to
be enforced by appropriste legislation.  So far
from public opinion in any part of the country
favoring sry relaxation of the authority of the
(GGovernment in the prolsction ot elections from
wiolence and corruption, I believe it demands
grester vigor, both in the enactment and in the
sxecution of laws feamed for that purpose. Any
oppreesion, any partiean partisiity, waich ex
periance may hava shown in the working of ex-
isting laws, may well ongage the cureful niten-
tion hoth of Congress snd of the Execulive, in
their reepective spheres of duiy, for the corree
tiun of these mischiefs. A3 no Congreseivnal
elvetions oceur until after tha regulsr session of
Congrgs will have boen held, there fosms to be
no public exigency that would precinde a sea-
sunubln ennsiderstion st thal seseion of any ad-
miListrative detsils that mizht improve the pre
gant methods designed for the protection of all
citizens in the complete and equsl exercss of
the right and power of the sullrege &t such elec-
tions. But with my views b th of the constitu-
tonslity aud of the vslue of the existing laws, L
cannot approve any measura for their repeal ux-
copl in conrection with the ensciment of other
legislation whith may rensonsbly be expacted to
atlord wiser snd more 1 {Huicot ralegunrds tor
frea ned honest Congressionsl aiactions.
